The Naval Report. 

_ Representative Herbert, of Alabama, chair- 


man of the house committee on naval affairs, 


has prepared an elaborate report to accompany 
the naval appropriation bill recently reported 
to the house. Aftercalling attention to the 
fact that the bill carries an aggregate appro- 
riation of $23,726,823, and is $8,814,831 less 
hav the amount appropriated at the second 
Session of the fifty-first congress for tle cur- 
rent fiscal year, and $3,467,816 less than the 
amount estimated by the department as nec- 
essary forthe year cover by the Dill, the 
report says: | 
Ve have been enabled to make this reduction 
without, inany manner, impairing the progress 
of our new navy ina Magers part because of tho 
large surpins that will remain on hand unex- 
pended and to the credit of “increase of navy” at 
the end of the present fiscal year. This, however, 
is nut only the direction in which we recommend 
& reduction of expenditures. The report says 
that the coinmitte reduceu the limitation beyond 
which no repairs shall be made to wooden —_ 
from 20 to 10 per cent of the original value of the 
vessels, ana further provided that no new boilers 
Shall be made for any wooden vessel. 

“We liave éxpected, however,” a? the 
report, ‘from the operation of these limita- 
tions the Kearsage and Hartford, believing 
that as the old Constitution has been kept 
alive asa receiving ship and otherwise for 
how nearly a century since she was built, so 
in view of their history of services, the Hart- 
ford and Kearsage should be kept 2s patriotic 
memorials of the past.” ; 
Speaking of the refusa! of the committee to 
recommend a considerable number of im- 
provements recommended at the navy yards 
and stations, the report says: 

Aé upon any private property there are always 
betterinents that can be made, so in any govern- 
ment establishment improveinents witbout limit 
ean be suggested. Your committee hasendceavored, 
in deciding upon questions of this kind, wheu 
presented, to follow rules which should guide a 
Pruaent business man in the management of his 
own property, and in no case have they refused to 
recommend any expenditure which seemed to 
them really to be a present necessity’. 

‘Speaking of the matter of ‘‘the increase of 
the navy,”’ under which head the bill appro- 
Priates some millions of dollars less than the 


act for the current year, the report says: 

Appropriations for this purpose in each fiscal 
year from 1887 te and including the current year 
have.been greater than the expenditures, for the 
reason that in no one of these years has the 
ts peo in shipbuilding or in armor or guns

TO INCREASE THE CURRENCY, 


An Impertant Bill Prepared by Mr. Moses‘ 
of Georgia. 

Washington, Mareh 12.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Moses has prepared a very important 
bill in the house. 

It provides: 

Sectio’ 1. That the:secretary of the treas- 
urv be ond Re is hetety directed to buy all 
interes*-!«uaring bonds of the United States 
that may: !4 offered for sile at a price not 
t exceed their market vu.le on the first day 
of March 1892, the bonds so purchased to 
be canceled, 

Section 2. ‘To carry out the foregoing section, 
the secretary of the treasury shall prepare 
such «wn amount as may be necessary of the 
legal tender treasury notes, of like denomina- 
tion of the recent issue of legal tender notes, 
and avhich shall. be a iggel, tender for payment 
of all debts, public and private, and shall be 
redeemable {n coin, and when redeemed shall 
be reissued, 

‘cetion &. That the secretary.of the treas- 
wer be ana is hereby authorized gad seared 
to have coined of the bullion now itn the - 
“ry, or which may recel into the 
treasury. such *n amount as may be neces- 
sarv fo: he redemption of the notes herein 
anthorized when presented in the manner now 
requiret bs law for the redemption of the 
treasury notes now outstanding. 

In. &p-sking of the bill toni¢ht and in ex- 
pInnatio. of it Mr. Moses satfd: 

“This bill is intended first to tncrease the 
currency’ and at the same time to reduce tax- 
ation. ‘*f course there is nothing new in the 
idsa. Ti. question is whether it is better 
that a yert of the public debt be interest- 
hearing ané@ a portion non-interest-bearing, or 
that it «! be non-interest-bearing. Under Mr. 
Cl vyeland when there was a surplus in fhe 
treasury the secretary of the treasury was 
authori.-i to buy bonds and cancel them. 

“All «? the’ Georgia members to whom I 
have sroken on the subject have endorsed 
it and | have assurance of such members as 
Jidge Cr'berson that they will support it. 

‘Our n terest-bearing debt is* now about 
six hrifred million dollars. The greater 
po:tion. ef it bears 4 per cent interest and 
payable fifteen years hence, In that time we 
shall have to collect taxes enough to pay not 
only th: principal but 60 per cent more as 
interest! “This -trterest 
of which Georgia's pro rata will be about 
twelve u.illion dollars, or nearly a million a 
year to pay -national interest. 
of this i: terest can be saved. 

“Suppose under this proposed Jaw, we sub- 
stitute trensury notes for bonds and do have 
to pay 1 premium of 16 per cent. Is ft not 
better to pay 16 per cent than 60 per cent? 
That. wuld be a saving of 44 per cent. Tpon 
the basis o. the entire amount of bonds there 
would be a net reduction of $264,000,000 of 
taxes. Of course I recognize the fact that all 
the outstanding bonds wou'd not be offered 
for sale 

“The fiomtse of the government {is just as 
good in t’« form of a treasury note, ‘redeem- 
able in coin as it is the form of a bond,”

13.—Senator Hill left 
Washingior on hos southern: tour at 11 o'clock 
tonight over thie Lai timere cid Ohio and Nor- 
folk and Western railroads, and wit! ve alsens 
from Washington albouta week. Accompany- 
ing the distinguished New York senator were 
Hon. James W. [Ltidgeway, district attorney 
of Kings county, New York; Colonel J. 8. 
McEwan, assistant adjutant general of the 
state of New York; United States Senator 
Daniel, of Virginia; Congressman Hooker, of 
Miasissippi, and half a dozen representatives 
of the press. 

Senator Hill announces that he will pro 
ceed direct to Jackson, without any interme- 
diate stops, and the route will be over the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad to Shenandoah 
junction, W. Va., thence over the Norfolk 
and Western through manufacturing and 
picturesque regions of Virginia to Bristol, 
Tenn., from there to Chattanooga over the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, and 
thence to Jackson, Miss., over the Queen and 
Crescent via Birmingham, Ala.

All of the Story Has Been 


Told Yet. 


THE GENTRAL’S CASE IS ON TODAY 


No One Need Be Surprised If the Re- 
coivership Matter Is Postponed— 
Other Railroad Notes. 


Railroad’ men were absent-minded at 


their devotions yesterday. 

The Constitution’s New York special 
telling of the great consolidation of trans- 
portaion lines took the breath away from 
many a reader. 

Those who would naturally be supposed 
to be on the inside, were as much at sea 
as any one. The Richmond and Danville 
officials knew nothing about it. And if 
General ‘Thomas and Calvin Brice were 
taken by surprise, the officers of the roads 
in the Terminal system would also be in 
the dark, as a matter of course. 

There. were two or three parties, how- 
ever, who had received an intimation of 
what was going on. “The Constitution's 
article is in the main correct,” said one 
gentleman. “It may be a little off the 
track as to some of the details, but- Gen- 
eral Thomas and Mr. Brice have lost con- 
trol of the Richmond Terminal and the 
Baltimore and Ohio has secured it. There 
willl be a great consolidation of southern 
systems, and the Centra] of Georgia will 
probably be left out of it.” This informant 
stated that he could not tell any more. He 
appeared to know moré than he told. 

Captain Harry Jackson and Hon. Pope 
Barrow, the Richmond and  Danville’s 
southern counsel, both said that all they 
knew was what they read in The Consti- 
tution. 

Everybody was gossiping about the_scoop 
—the Baltimore and Ohio’s and The Con- 
stitution’s. 

“It looks plausible on its face,” said a 
friend of Pat Calhoun’s, “from what I 
know of the .past. Rice, who used to be 
in the Terminal when the Calhouns went 
in, engineeed the recent Reading deal by 
which the Jersey Central and the Lehigh 
Valley were acquired with a monopoly of 
the coal mines of Pennsylvania. Sam 
Spencer, an old Georgian, and formerly 
vice president of the Baltimore and Ohbio, 
is one of Drexel, Morgan & Co. There 
was talk recently of Spencer being made 
president of the Richmond and Danville. 
I expect he looked carefully into the Termi- 
nal’s affairs then. 

“Through Rice and Spencer we get a clue 
to the backers of the movement. They con- 
trol immetise capital, and eeuld -have se- 
cured all the money they needed to carry 
through the deal.” 

Some of Pat Calhoun’s Atlanta friends 
think that he had a finger in the scoop. He 
intimated when he was here a few weeks 
ago, that Brice and Thomas would not 
carry out their plans. He and Rice anil 
Spencer have been figuring on something 
of late, and this combination is believed 
to be the result. 

The Central's Position. 

Brice and Thomas announced on Satur- 
day, that the Central would be left out om 
their reorganization of the Terminal’s 
properties. 

They, however, at that 8me did not know 
that they were in the minority. But it so 
happens that the Baltimore and Ohio pro- 


‘poses to drop the Central, too. That is, if 


it can be dropped. The Central does not 
seem to be willing to be cast off. Its board 
of directors decided last week to make a 
fight against being thrown on its own re- 
sources. 

Business men are generally content with 
a 7 per cent investment. If the Central is 
thrown into a permanent receivership, divi- 
dends will be small and far between, un- 
less the system is wonderfullly well man- 
aged. 

Captain Harry Jackson went down to 
Macon last night to represent the Rich- 
mond and Danville today at the hearing 
of the argument on Mrs. Rowena Clark's 
petion for an injunction and receiver. Mr. 
Dan Rountree will be there and so will 
Major 0. A. Bacon, of Macon: Harden 
West & McLaws, Cunningham & Lawton, 
A. Pratt Adams, of Savannah, and Tracy 
Baxter, of Macon. 

Mr. Rountree represents Mrs. Clark, 
Harden West & McLaws represent cer- 
tain minority stockholders who do not want 
a receiver appointed. Lawton & Cunning- 
ham are the Central railroad’s counsel at 
Savannah. Mr. Adams and Mr. Baxter 
will represent the Southwestern. 

It is very doubtful if the case is heard 
today. In the first place Judge Speer 
may think it best to await developments 
in this scoop of the Terminal by the Balti- 
more and Ohio. In the second place the 
judge may decide to wait wnil Judge Par- 
dee can arrive. Again the Central's at- 
torneys may ask for further time. on the 
ground that they have not had sufticient 
notice, and are unprepared to go on with 
the case.

Railraod men declare that the Central is 
able to pull through, if it is thrown on its 
own resources. The Constitution’s sugges- 
tion of a close traffic arrangement between 
the Central and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville would be a natural alliance, and cer- 
tainly would be necessary. The presence in 
Atlanta of the Louisville and Nashville’s 
general manager, Metcalfe, last week, and 
his subsequent visit to Savannah, give 
color to the theory that a combination will 
quickly be made, in case the Central goes 
into a permanent receivership. 

The chief trouble ahead of a receiver will 
be to take care of that four-m¢llion-dollar 
floating debt which was funded last 
fall for one year. That is said to be the 
chief reason the Terminal does not want to 
hold on to the Central. A financial man 
suys: 

“Let the Central go into a receivership, 
and those New Yorkers will do all in theit 
power to prevent the receiver from putting 
that floating debt in such shape that it can 
be carried. The Central can make its fixed 
charges all right, now that the South Car- 
olina roads are’ off its hands. But it will 
be no easy matter to meet a four-million- 
dollar note next fall, with influential 
parties trying to hurt the Central’s credit. 
Ifi the debt cannot be arranged, the cred- 
itors would demand that the road be sold. 
However, properly managed, the Central 
system can stand alone, and not ask the 
Richmond and Danville any odds. In fact 
the Central and the Loisville and Nash- 
ville would be stronger than the Richmond 
and Danville and the Georgia Pacific. 
Nevertheless, a lease bas been made at a 
good rate of interest. I think it very foel- 
ish to throw up the contract. I say. hold 
on to the lease as long as the dividends 
are paid. When they are passed the con- 
tract is broken.” .

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ATTACKING RECEIVER SPARKS. 


McTighe & Co. Making an Effort to Remove 
Him from Office. 

Macon, Ga., March 13.—(Speciad.)—Me- 
Tighe & Co. have created. a sensation in 
Georgia Southern ‘and Macon construction 
affairs by an attempt to have W. B, 
Sparks removed from the receivership of 
the road. 

Their petition, filed in the superior 
court last night, makes some charges that 
are interesting. 

J. S. MeTighe & Co. are the contractors 
who built the Georgia Southern and Ma- 
econ and Birmingham foads and were at 
work on the Macon and Atlantic when the 
several corporations became insolvent and 
were put in the hands of a receiver, which. 
action was brought by McTighe & Co., to 
whom the corporations were indebted to 
the extent of over two hundred thousand 
dollars. 

The petition filed Iast night is brought 
by Attorneys Hardeman, Davis & Turner 
in behalf of MeTighe & Co., and moves to 
have W. BK. Sparks removed as receiver of 
the road for reasons set forth, the entire 
text of which is here given. 

They say that the said W. B. Sparks has 
a large personal interest in each of the de 
fergiant corporations, being a large stock- 
holder in euch and director in each of the 
controlling defendants, and the president 
of the defendant corporations that own and 
control the other corporations. 

2. That he is not a proper person for the 
receiver, because, in fact, he was the man- 
aging and controlling officer of the defend- 
ant corporations and was the real actor and 
director of the said corporations in all oof 
their acts and doings, and was therefore 
largely responsible. for their insolvency... 

3. That he is managing it for the. 
interest of the creditors of the said corpora- 
tion in this, that he is actively engaged in 
trying to obtain an order of the court to sel] 
a part of the Macon and Atlantic railway 
only, instead of selling the whole of said 
property. 

That the lands at Pinora, the possession 
of which enhances very much the value 
of the Macon and Atlantic rmilway. ere 
especially excepted from the application of 
sale; that as they wold furnish privileges 
to the owner or purchaser of said road, 
they ought to be sold together: tnat the 
proposed terminal of said road was at 
Colleton, S. C., and there large and valua- 
ble properties are owned by said defendants 
that without terminal advantages this road 
would be hampered, and efforts should be 
made to sell both contemporaneusly, or 
nearly so. No effort is being made to bring 
said Colleton property to sale. 

That a sale as proposed by the receiver 
of only a part would be destructive to said 
railroad and the value of properties it con- 
tains, and make it sell for not near its 
value, as no one would undertake to pur 
chase a part at one sale without sdme as- 
surance that they could at a fair price ac-

A Bequest for Education—The State 
School Commissioner Has Some 
Rare Correspondence. 


Ifere isa story in which historical names 
are curiously interwoven with the life of the 
lowly; a story in which the devotion of a few 
ignorant negroes to their master more than 
sixty years ago, has brought down a blessing 
upon their children’s children. 

The records donot give the whole of the 
pathetic tale, but the inference is that when 
Archibald McLearn was dying on the Gowrie 
plantation, on the Savannah river, in 1828, the 
faithful attendance of his negro slaves so won 
his affectionate gratitude that he sent a dying 
message to his brother, Jobn, in Giasgow, 

The message, it seems, was carried across 
the water and delivered, for when John 
McLearn made his wil! six years later, he left 
a bequest of $1,500 for those faithful negroes. 
Georgia trustees were appointed, but as the 
law of Georgia forbade the education of 
slaves, they could not apply the bequest to the 
purpose of the testator, and the trustees re- 
signed. Others were appointed in Glasgow, 
and the money lay in the Bank of Scotland for 
half a century. There it is now, and as 
Georgia now appropriates money for the 
edneation of negroes, there ig nothing to pre- 
vent the carrying out of ‘the purposes of the 
bequest. 

Active steps to this ond were taken by the 
late schooi commissioner, Gustavus J. Orr, in 
1885, and the matter has finally come to the 
point where it will soon be settled. 

Dr. Orr was acquaintedjgwith the facts 
through a letter from the son of 
William Lloyd Garrison. All through 
the story run great names. Minister 
Lowell and Frederick Frelinghuyseu havea 
partin the correspondence, and Bret Harte 
has done himself credit in bringing the matter 
to a favorabie termination. It is nowin 
charge of United States Consul Levi Brown, 
at Glasgow, and the following letter to com- 
missioner Bradwell explains the present situ- 


ation: 

Consulate of the United States of America, 
Glasguw, 2d March, 1892.--The tlonorable State 
School Commissioner, Atlanta, Ga., U. S. A.-- 
Dear Sir: I inclose cutting from The Glasgow 
. Herald of yesterday’s date, relating toasum of 
money in ourt here, being a legacy left by the 
late Joun McLearn, of this city, to be applied to- 
wards the education of certain negroes in the 
state of Georgia. From the inclosed correspond- 
ence you will see that action was taken in the 


of proper authority I have not been able to make 
any claim to the money. The heirs of the #° 
ceased John McLearn are now claiming the [Itg- 
acy, and the court will order it to be paid to them 
unless a claim is made by the educational author- 
ity of Georgia. What is now wanted isa letter 
of authority authorizing me toclaim the money 
on your behalf, in order that it may be ap- 

hed for the purpose intended by the 

atator. A detailed scheme for dealing 
with the fund may be necessary afterwards, but 
smeahtimne, itis important that steps should be 
taken nrevent the money from being distrib- 
utec among the heirs. My vice consul, Mr. Gib- 
eon, disbursed asum of $25 in making the in- 
vesti,ration, at the request of the department of 
state, through Mr. Lowell, then United States 
minis ‘er at St. James and this sum he has not 
been 2 ple to recover.

The clipping referred to is a legal notice 
citing the heirs of John McLearn and the 
United States board of education to appear at 
Glasgow on the 12th of May, 1892, when the 
legacy is to be disposed of. The court orders 
the matter advertised for two weeks in The 
Scotchman, Glasgow Herald, London Times, 
New York Herald and Savannah News. 

The correspondence, giving the history of 
this interesting case, is in the form of a letter 
from United States. Minister James Russel! 
Lowell to Bret Harte, then United States 
consul at Glasgow. It was written 
in February, 1885, at the instance of 
Mr. Frelinghuysen, secretary of state 
and encloses a letier from the late Dr 
Gustavus J. Orr, then school commissioner of 
Georgia. Dr. Orrstates that Governor Mce- 
Daniel had recived a letter from Wendell 
Phillips Garrison, of Orange, N. Y., a son of 
William Lloyd Garrison, saying that he bad 
found in his father’s papers memoranda show- 
ing that John McLearn, who died in Scotland 
in 1836, had left a sum of money to be applied 
to thé education of certain negroes in Georgia. 

It seems that William Lloyd Garrison had 
become interested in the matter tifty years ago 
by reason of his connection with the Amergan 
anti-slavery society, and had left the memo- 
randa among his papers for future use. 

The first memorandum is as follows: 

“John McLearn (?) who died July 9, 1836, left 
£355 14s 6d tou be appiied to the education of the 
negroes or slave population, who were upon 
estate of Gowrie, state of Georgia, on the river 
Savyann.sh, at the time of the death of his prother, 
Archibaid McLearn (?) viz. December 8, 1821, and 
their offspring, and of the slaves on said planta- 
tion generally.so soon as the laws of Georgia 
shon.d permit the education of the negro or slave 
i. population, | TYs 
‘Norman, Wallace, Henry McAlpine, John H. 
Reid and John Murchison, who were appointed 
by the will of John McLearn (”) as trustees on the 
said legacy of £355 14s 6d to see it applied as 
aforesaid, declined acceptance of said trust, its 
yroposed application being in violation of the 

ws of Georgia. 

On declination of said trust the nearest of kin 
applied for the money being paid over to them as 
the purpose for which it was intended was found 
to be illegat in Georgia, and so

The second paper was a letter from Mr. 
Murray, dated ‘‘Wednesday, September 29, 
1841,” giving the names of other trustees ap- 
pointed in Scotland, They were, as he then 
states, ‘‘Lawrence Spravie, James Adam, 
John Mitchell, deceased, Robert Patterson and 
David McNair.” 

All this matter, enclosed in Minister 
Lowell’s letter, appears to have had careful 
attention by Bret Harte, whose reply is full 
and interesting. He states that the matter 
was placed inthe hands of his vice consui, 
Mr. Gibson, a solicitor, who found the will of 
John McLearn and submitted a copy, showing 
the legacy to the negroes. The Royal bank, 
having been written to, replied as follows: 

‘‘Wefind the sum of £287-15-2 entered in 
our books, but a paymentfof £25-15 was made 
on the 2d of January, 1859, leaving £262-3-2, 
which sum, with the interest accrued thereon, 
we shall be happy to pay on receiving the de- 
posit receipt and a proper discharge.” 

Consul Bret Harte adds: 

“The interest wil! average from 2} to 34 per 
cent per annum since 1839, so that the amount 
accrued will be considerable. I am advised 
that the only way by which the money can be 
withdrawu in order to be applied to the pur- 
pose intended by the testator, is by inaking 

os to the courtin proper form for an 
on the bank to make 
payment. The trustees uamed in 


the will being dead or having 
resigned, it will be a matter for consideration 
by whom tfe application should be made, and 
to whom the court should be asked to direct 
that the money be paid over. The state school: 
commissioners of Georgia appear to be the 
‘roper authority, but there may be a difficulty 
* getting the court to approveof them, seeing 
they are bevoul the jurisdiction. That, how- 
ever, isa matter of detail which can be got 
over, as the court is bound to sanction some 
scheme by which the intention of the testator 
will be carried out.” 

This letter of Bret Harte’s was dated March 
20th, 1885. 

Commissioner Bradwell ssays he will give 
the matter careftl attention, aud take steps 
promptly to secure the legacy and apply it to 
the purpose for which it was intended. 


HE PRAYED FOR A BRIDGE 


To Cross the River On, and the Bridge Was 
Forthcoming. 

Mauldin’s Mills, Ga., March 13.—(Special.) 
What is reported as a singular answer to 
prayer is being generally talked of among the 
negroes of this neighborhood. The colored 
people of this section have made the bridge at 
the mills a subject of special prayer. On last 
Sunday morning the pastor of their church 
came to the river-and found that he could not 
cross on account of high water, so he knelt by 
the river and offered the following prayer: 
“Oh, Lord, we t’ank De dis mornin’ dat as de 
minister serbent is ‘hibited from crossing de 
riber to preach de word to de dying sinners, 
dat we sees de timber on de ground to b’ild de 
bridge. Give de b’ilder, Brudder Nunn, de wis- 
dom dat he needs to fit de timber togedder. We 
feels dis mornin’ dat de county missioners, 
Brudder Redwine and Brudder Johnson and 
Brudder McKeber, need de prayers ob a!) good 
folks to he!p dem to carry on de good work till 
de Mulberry will be bridged from de place 
whar de spring biles out ob de hill to de sea.”

EDUCATIONAL AWAKENING IN GEORGIA. 


Both the State and the Southern Educa- 
tional Associations to})Meet Here 
Barly in July.

Pour thousand teachers will assemble in 
Atlanta the first week in July.

Mr. Watterson, after accepting the 
inevitable so far as Cleveland is concern- 
ed, turns his attention away from New 
York. He perceives, of course, that the 
ex-president cannot carry the state where 


success is most essential, and we sus- | 


pect that the shrewd editor also perceives 
that the nomination of Mr. Cleveland 
would cause a disastrous break in the 
south, on account of his views toward the 
remonetization of silver. 

; At any rate, he declares that the nom- 
ination of Mr. Cleveland would be sheer 
guicide, and the emphasis with which 
the announcement is made shows that 
it is no new discovery. Sensible demo- 
erats everywhere have seen from the 
first that a candidate who goes before 
the convention with only a faction of 
bolters from his own state—especially 
when his state is a pivotal one—will 
have not the slightest chance of securing 
the nomination. New York has already 
disposed of Mr. Cleveland, and although 
his nomination is insisted on by a few 
featherheads and mugwumps who have 
a habit of making themselves ridiculous, 
the party is looking elsewhere for a can- 
didate.

the south and west toward that question. 
It is an easy matter for him to ignore the 
question, but the party will make an 
irremediable mistake if it flouts the atti- 
tude of the democratic voters.

Our past and present experience makes 
it plain that the country must have plen- 
ty of cheap money under a financial 
system that is not controlled by a few 
money kings in Wall street. 


Rural Railway Facilities, 

The one thing needed to make our 
waste places blossom forth as garden 
spots is a satisfactory system of trans- 
portation connecting them with the mar- 
kets of the world. e 

In a recent issue, The Philadelphia 
Press states that about 42,000,000 of our 


| people live on solitary farms, or in towns 


under 1,000 population, or at best in 
places under 4,000. Now, these people 
wagon their products over bad roads to 


| the railways. Their disadvantages in this 


respect keep them poor, and prevent 
their progress. In the west the newspa- 
pers and farmers’ clubs are discussing 
narrow gauge roads for the transporta- 
tion of their products to market, but The 
Railway Age argues that they would be 
unsatisfactory, and would cost more than 
the farmers estimate. 

It is suggested that electric railways 
will solve the problem. Already, they are 
reaching out into the rural districts, and 
this country now has 385 such railways, 
3,980 miles long, with a capital of $155, 
OS7,973. In many localities these lines 
are rural, especially in California and 
Colorado. Their success has lead to a 
projected fifty-mile rural railway in Cali- 
fornia for country traflic. Such a road 
eighteen miles long is now under con- 
struction in Maryland, for both freight 
and passengers. Electric lines are extend- 
ing into the farming districts of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

If the new system works well it will 
bring two-thirds of our population in 
touch with the world; conquer their {so- 
lation; reward their industry; bring all

thousands of localities whose natural

King Charles I. heard of the 
wonderful old man and sent for him to come 
and dine at the royal mansion. |

so much that he died the same night. 

Henry Jenkins, also an Englishman, lived 
to be 163 years of age. A sketch of this re- 
markable old patriarch has already been 
given in ‘‘Notes for the Curtous.”’ 

Margaret Patten, the Scotch cook to James 
VI. did not give up the ghost until she had 
ground out almost exactly 147 years. 

Henry Evans, a Welshman, died in 1771 at 
the age of 12) years. 

Jane Scrimshaw lived in Londen during the 
reign of eight sovereigns, from Elizabeth to 
Anne. Of her 127 years, eighty of them were 
spent In the almshouse. 

Marion Delorme, who was born in France in 
1612, and who had romantic experience 
enough to fill a half dozen good-sized volumes, 
lived to be 134.

GEORGIA POLITICAL NOTES. 


Hon. W. H. Fleming has been talking to 
The Augusta Chronicle on state politics. Mr. 
Fleming thiygks that Colonel Livingston's con- 
servative position at St. Louis, and his well- 
timed speech at Covington entitle him, from 
a party standpoint, to an uncontested demo- 
cratic renomination to congress, especially as 
the farmers of his district seem to be stil] 
united upon him.

He 
has always been steadfast and free-hearted 
in aiding his friends, and those friends in every 
part of Georgia would have been painfully 
embarrassed in voting for any one against 
him. This was the most serious if not the 
only danger menacing Governor Northen’s 
prospects, that has so far developed itself.”’ 

Mr. Watson's Congressional Records seem to 
be doing good work for him in the tenth dis- 
trict. At the meeting of the republican con- 
vention Saturday he was unanimously en- 
dorsed by the republicans. The Augusta 
Chronicle’s Warrenton correspondent says of 
the endorsement: 

“Congressman Thomas E. Watson was unan- 
imously endorsed, but on motion of one of the 
delegates the motion was laid on the table. I 
learn from one of the delegates that they were 
afraid endorsing Watson might ruin his 
chances for re-electiOn. J. M. Barnes, T. 
C. Holden and W, H. Stallings, of ot inane 
were the only thfte white men conspicuous 
among the blacks.” 

In regard to the political situation in 
Franklin county the Carnesville Tribune says 
that there are but few “lonely demagogues 
in the county who are hugging the delusion 
that the third party discloses the straight and 
narrow road that leads to the Georgia legis- 
lature.”’

GOING UNDER GROUND 


The Wires Which Now Cot Of the 
Warm Sunshine, 


THE WORK WILL BEGIN TOMORROW, 


And Then Fire Alarms, Telephone Calls 
and Police Yells Will Come Up 
from the Ground. 


Underground wires for Atlanta will . be 
started today. 

And by June the work will be completed as 
far as the telephone wires. the fire alarm and 
police patrol wires are concerned. 

The work is all being done by the Southern 
Telephone Exchange, and before the wires 
are under ground and the new telephone build- 
ing is completed, the company will have ex- 
pended nearly a quarter of a million in At 
lanta. 

But for the company as well as the city, the 
investment will be a good one, 

’Phones have multiplied erapidly sinc the 
exchange was started in . Atlanta, 
and every day the number grows 
larger and the demand greater. 
When the company, a few months ago, asked 
for a permit to place its wires under ground, 
many doubted that the request, if granted, 
would ever be carried out. The work, how- 
ever, has been awarded, ithe contractors are 
here, bond to the city has been given, and to- 
morrow Pryor street will be upturned for the 
the conduits. 

“I think,” said Chief Joyner yes- 
terday, “that it’s the best thing for Atlanta 
that has happened in a long time.”’ 

‘‘Look at that network of wires up there,”’ 
he went on, pointing upward. ‘‘There’s 
danger and death there, andthe sooner they 
are under ground the better off Atlanta will 
be. It’s almost a wonder how Atlanta has 
escaped soine serious accident. We will be 
safe only when the wires are under ground,” 

‘But the telegraph wires— ?”’ 

‘Yes, I know. hey wil) have to follow 
pretty soon, an then everything 
overhead will be removed. Monday morning 
the telephone company will begin sinking its 
conduits and will use cement lined iron pipe, 
The pipe has been purchased from the Na- 
tional Conduit Manufacturing Company. One 
train load arrived last week and much of it 
has been distributed along Pryor street. 

‘'The telephone company has given a solid 
bond to the city in accordance with the ordi- 
nance, and has complied with all the other 
formalities, 

“The proper permits have been issued by 
the board of electrical control and city en- 
gineer, and commissioner of streets. The 
work will be done under the direct supervision 
of the city electrician. The city reserves one 
conduit large enough to hold one cable of 120 
wires without cost to thecity. Conduics will 
be laid on Pryor, Peachtree, Marietta, 
Decatur, Whitehall! and Alabama streets at 
once, and others later on. Work will begin 
first at the corner of Decatur and Pryor streets 
and extend up Pryor street to Peachtree 
street. A manhole‘will be built at the inter- 
section of every street, and midway where the 
blocks are wore than four hundred feet long. 
The trench is first opened from one manhole 
to another, then a bed of crushed stone and 
cement is laid, on top of this comes a layer 
of pipe, then more cement and another of pipe 
until asuftticient number of ducts are laid, 
The work can be done very rapidly, anda 
trench will be opened and closed within a 
week, unless there shouid be heavy rains. 

“The merchanis along the streets and 
the public generally will be discom- 
moded as little as possible, 
but it goes without saying that any one in At- 
lanta is perfectly willing to be discommoded 
for a few days tosee the work of getting the 
large’ masses of wires under ground." 

Mr. J. P. McQuaid, representing the 
National Conduit Manufacturing Company, is 
here to see the work begun, and Mr, Regan, 
of New York, who has been engaged laying 
this pipe in New York, Boston and other large 
cities, will have actual charge of the entire 
work. Atlanta will soon boast of the only 
underground system of wires south of Wash- 
ington. 

Mr. Gentry said that he did not hesitate 
recommending this work to his company, 
aithough the work will be expensive, as he 
expects to see 150,000 population in Atlanta in 
ten or twelve years and 2,500 telephone sub- 
scribers. 

Assoonas the underground conduits are 
completed, which will be in about four months, 
the work of drawing iu the wires and cables 
will be begun, and these will all radiate from 
the new Exchange building to be erected at 
the corner of Pryor and Mitchell streeis. 

The whole work will be completed and . the 
Exchange moved by May or June, 1893.

A Galvanic Caterpillar Teaser.

enough to fit an ordinary man. Alexander 
the Great had helmets and skields of enor- 
mous size made and left among the people 
whomt he had conquered, So as to give the 
impression that he was a giant, although he 
was. rather under than over the usual 
height of man. But that in other days and 
jends there were real giants is authentic. 
One of the guards of the duke of Bruus- 
wick was eight und a half feet high. In 
a museum in London is the skeleton of 
Charles Birne, eight feet, four inches in 
g:ature. ‘Lhe Emperor Maximin was over 
cight ieet, Pliny tells of a giant nine feet’ 


high, and two other giants mine and a half 


feet- So, 1 am not incredulous when I 
come to my text and find King Og a giant, 
and the size of his bedstead, turning the 
eubits of ‘thé text into feet—the bedstead 
of Og, the king. must Have been about thir- 
teen anél a haif feet long. Judging from 
that, the giant who occupied it was proba- 
bis about eleven feet in stature, or nearly 
twice the averaze human size. There was 
no need of rabbinical writers trying to 
account for the presence of this giant, Wing 
Og, as they did, by saying that he came 
down fromthe other side of the fivod, 
being tall enough to wade the waters be- 
side Noah's ark, or that he rode on the top 
of the ark, the passengers imside the ark 
daily providing him with food. There was 
nothing supernatural about him. He was 
giuply a monste™ in size. 

Cyrus aud Solomon slept on beds of 
gold, and Sardanapalus had 150 bedsteads 
of gold burned up with him, but this bed- 
stend of my, text was of iron—everything 
sacrificed for strength to hold this excess- 
ive svoirdupois, this Alp of bone and flesh. 
No wonder this couch was kept as a curi- 
Osity at Rabbath, and people went from 
far and near to see it, just as now people 
go to museums to behold the armor of the 
fucients. You say what a fighter this 
giant, King Og, must have been. No 
doubt of it. 1 swppose the size of his 
sword and breastplate corresponded to the 
size of his bedstead, and his stride across 
the batth: field and the full sticke of his 
arm must have been appalling. With an 
armed host he comes down to drive back 
the Israelites, who are marching of frem 
Egypt’ to Canaan. We have no _ particu- 
lars of the battle, but I think the Isracl- 
ites trembled when they saw this monster 
of a than moving down to Crush them. 
Alas for. the Israclites! Will their 
troubles never cease? What can men five 
“nd a half feet high do against this war- 
rior of eleven feet, and what can short 
swords do against a sword whose gleam 
must have been like a flash of lightning? 
The battle of Edrei opened. Moses and his 
army met the giant and his army. The 
Lord of Hosts descended into the fight and 
the gigantic strides that Og had made when 
advancing into the battle were more than 
equaled by the gigantic strides with which 
he retreated. Huzza for triumphant Is- 
rael! Sixty fortified cities surrendered to 
them. A land of indescribable opulence 
comes into their possession, and all that is 
left of the giant king is the iron bedstead. 
“Nine cubits was the length thereof and 
four-Cubits: the breadth of it.” — 

Why did not the Bible give us the size 
of the giant instead of the size of the bed- 
stead? Why did it not indicate that the 
manu was eleven feet high instead of tell- 
ing us that his couch was thirteen and a 
half feet long? No doubt among other 
things it was to teach us that you can 
judge of a man by his suroundings. Show 
me a& man’s associates, show me a man’s 
books, show me a man’s home, and I will 
teli you what he is without your telling me 
oue word about him. You ean not only 
tell a man according to the old adage, 
“by the company he keeps,’ but by 
thes books he reads, by the  pict- 
‘ures he admires, by the chureh he attends, 
by the places he visits. Moral giants and 
moral pigmies, intellectual giants and 
intellectual pigmies, like physical giants 
or physical pigmies may be judged by their 
surroundings. ‘That man has been thirty 
years faithful in attendance upon churches 
and prayer meetings And Sunday schools, 
and putting himself among intense religious 
associations, He may have his imperfee- 
fions, but he is a very good man. Great 
is his religious stature. That other man 
has been for thirty years among influences 
intensely worldly, and he has shut himselé 
out from all other influences, and his re- 
lgious stature is that of a dwarf. No man 
ever has been or’can be independent of 
his surroundings, social, _ intellectual, 
moral, religious. The Bible indicates the

~dstead. Let no man say, “I wili be 
good,” and yet keep evil surroundings. Let 
no man say, “I will be faithful as a 
Christian,” and yet consort chiefly with 
Worldlings.

THE DRUGGIST IN COURT. 


The Case Against Dr. J. B. Hayes Concluded 
Before Judge Calhoun saturday. 


Dr. L. B. Hayes, the druggist on Glenn and 
Windsor streets, was arraigned before Recorde 
Calhoun Saturday afternoon. It was a con- 
thuuation of the case begun on Thursday. 

The physician was represented by Mr. Will 
Moyers. The charge of retailing spirituous 
and malt liquérs without a license had been 
made by Mrs. Kk. W. Denton and she was pres- 
ent to testify against the drugzgist. 

‘The case consumed an hour anda half. The 
evidence seemed to show that Denton had pro- 
cured whisky mixed with other liquids and that 
it had been furnished as a medicine and 
stimulant for the man, who was on the verge 
of delirium tremens. 

It was shown, however, that Dr. Hayes had 
purchased on Sunday, two bottles, filed with 
eight ounces of alcohol exch. This the drug- 
gist stated was diluted by four parts to one 
of water and was prescribed by him in the 


| absence of a better temporary remedy. 


On this point the doubt in his guilt lay with 
the. recorder and Judge Calhoun announced 
that he would render his deeision this after- 
noon. A large crowd was present in the court- 
room to hear the case.

TO POSTERITY. 


A Rare Communication from Judge 


Logan E., Bleckley. 


HIS LAST AND 


Pho Poet Justice Sets 2 New Pattern 


for Autobiographies—A Tri- - 
bute to the Law. 


Hon. Logan E. Bleckley, chief justice of the 
Supreme court ol Georgia, has written a letter 


to posterity. 

It is impossible to take Judge Bleckley when 
he is not original, and the request of the editor 
of The Green Bag for an autobiography, in- 
stead of drawing forth the usual prosy state- 
ment, has given rise tothe happy conceit of 
the letter to posterity. 

This rare composition appears in the Feb- 
ruary number of The Green Bag, a high-class 
law journal, which is publishing @ series of 
sketches of the supreme courts of the states. 
The last number has an admirable sketch of 
the supreme bench of Georgia, from the pen 
of Hon. Walter B. Hill, of Macon. The first 
thing is Judge Bieckley’s letter. 

The opening of thisepistle reminds one of 
Mark Twain’s lament atthe grave of Adam, 
But in the /atter part the humorist gives way 
to the poet as he soars above the commonplace 
fm a tribute tothe law, personified as “my 


lady.” . . . 

There is only one thing in judicial literature 
that resemb.es this le.ter, and that is Judge 
Bleckiey’s beautiful poem, ‘In the Matter of 


Rest.” 
The letter to posterity will be handed down 
as one of the literary treasures of the bar. 


Here it is; 
Some humorous compliments fabricated by the 
dhumorof The Albany Law Journal, have 
fendered me conspicuous in the eyes of that rest- 
part of mankina, the seekers after photo- 
aphs and biography. To supply photographs 
& only to increase the cost of living, but to 
eencact autobioyraphy involves psycholegical dis- 
tress, especially tox person whose stock of ma- 
terials is no larger than mine. 

Ove of the appiicants for a sketch of my life 
¢nsi.ts that I ought to lay open my career anid ex- 
pose my true inwardness to posterity, Protesting 
that my reluctance has been overcome by his im- 

rtunity (ihat is, by an irresistible force imping- 

mg upon a movable botly),and that it would never 
have yielded to anything less powerful, I have 
written with my own hand the following epistle 
¢o that portion of the human race for whose en- 
Mghtenment my kind-hearted tormentor is 80 


anxious. 

“Ati.nta, Ga., A. oD. 1891.—To Pos- 

terity: Grecting—I regret that | shall be 

. g@bsent when you arrive, and that we shall never 
meet. I should be p.eased to make your acquaint- 
ance, but it is impossible to await your coming, 
the present state of the law of nature being op- 
sed to such dilatory proceedings. There is no 
cone of amending tuat ilawin time for my case, 
Though aw.re of your approach collectively as a 
body of respectable citizens, I shall never hear of 
a single individu.l among you. Nor 1s it likely 

u will ever hear of me by name, fame, or repu- 

tion, uniess wish the aid of a microphone of 

traordinary power. Nevertheless, if the 
ighways between the ages remain in 
condition and repair, this com- 
munication, thouch virtually anonymous, 
may possibly reach you. In thatevent I vespeak 
for it your attention tor one moment per genera- 
tion, which, on a fair division of your valuable 
time, will be my full share and something over. 
Iciaim n - vested right to your notice. If I have 
any color of title, it 1s contingent upon the quality 
‘ef wy services to the public as a member of the 
supreme court o!f Georgia. Of these services 
there is documentury evidence, though of a per- 
ishable nature, in certain volumes oi the Georyia 
reports, to which I refer with unaffected diffi- 
dence. I must not be understood as requesting 
te to read all of my opinions, but on the con- 
ry, | give friendly warning not to read half of 
them, unless you desire to undergo a certain 
drowsy experienee which is commonly called 
being bored. In that state of feeling scores of 
them were written. Itis notto be expected that 
the reader would suffer less than the writer. I 
have a theory that such writings might be terse, 
erispy, graceful, animated, and entertaining; but 
mine afford few specimens of that kind, Yet, to 
treat them with justice. I am sensible that they 
-. not more dry than those of some other 
es. 

I came to the bench as an associate justice of the 
supreme court in the sumincr of 1875, and resigned 
@arly in 1880, worn down and tired out. My last 
deliverance was “In the Matter of Rest,” 
a@ brief judicial poem. I would conciliate the 
Gritical taste of future generations by craving 

don, not for the verses, but for the doubtful 
corum of reciting them from a seat tradition- 
ally sacred to the oracles of prose. The loss of 
my ability to labor without great fatigue made 
me long for rest, but did not weaken my convic- 
tion th.t labor is the twin brother of happi- 
pess—the moral of the poem. Others might 
have suggested it as well or better in prose, 
but I could not. Perhaps I ought to con- 
fess that divers other poems (bappily none 
ofthem judicial) may be laid to my charge. 
During most oi my lite lbave had a stronzgand 
to me unaccountable propensity to metrical trans- 
gression. Over andover again have I suffered 
the pains and penalties of puetic guilt. Besides 
&@ 6core or two vi Convictions, I have had many 
trials and narrow escapes. But even now I am 
not a hardened offender, fora bashtul hesitation 
always teinipers my gallantry with the Muses. 

“My resignation was the result o! overwork, and 
overwork was the resuit of my ignorance of the 
law, toxether with an apprehension chat | might 
be ignorant when I supposed I was not. To ad- 
minister law it is desirable, though not always 
mecessary, to know it. ‘The labor of learning 
rapidly on a] .rye scale, and the constant strain to 
Shun wistakes in «deciding Cases, shattered my 
merves and impaired my health. In its effect on 
she decidinz facuity, the apprebension of igno- 
France counts for as much as ignorance itself. My 
mind is slow to euibrace a firm faith in its sup- 
posed knowledge. However ignorant a judge 
may be, whenever he thoroughly Leuceves be un- 
derstands the |aw of his case,le is ready to decide 
it—no less ready thanif he had the knowledge 
which he thinks he has. And he will often decide 
Correctiy, forthe law may be as he supposes, 
whether he kn..ws it or not. My troubie is, to 
becvume fully persuaded that know. I secm not 
to have found the law out-in a reliable way. 1 

ctso many wistakes committed by others, 
and convict myself of error so often, that most of 
myvonclusions on difficult questions are only 
provisional. I reconsider, revise, scrutinize, 
revise the scrutiny, and scrutinize the revision. 
But my faith in the ultimate efficiency of work is 
apbounded. The law is too often unknown, but is 
never unknowabie. I finally settle duwn, painful 
deliberation ceases, and I doubt no more until I 
am engaged in writing out the opinion of the 
court, when I discover, perhaps, that the thing is 
all wrong. My colleagues are called again into 
consultation; we reconsider the case and decide 
tthe other way. Then lam satistied; for when I 
ow the law is not on one side, it must be on the 

r. 

Iremained in private life until January, 1887, 
when, on the death of Chief Justice Jackson, I 
became his successor. My term of office will ex- 
pire with the year 1892. 

I will now recount briefly the principal events 
of my persona! history prior to the beyinning of 
my judicial career. was born in the woods, 
amid the mountains of northeastern Georgia, 

uly 3, 1827. My native county, R. bun, had then 

norganized but seven or eight years, up to

My professional income for these two years, not 
coulting insolvent fees, amounted to between 
thirty-five and filty dollars per annum. Having 
no méans with which to establish myself else- 
where and wait for a clientage, I determined to 
suspend practice and engage in a more lnorative 

department of lator until 1 cou!d accumulate a 
sinail capital. I sought and obtained employ- 

ment as bookkeeper in the State railroad office at 

Atlanta. In this situation I remained for 
three years, my compensation ranging 
from forty to sixty-six dollars per month. 
In the fourth year I was ‘fansferred to 
Milledgeville, then the capital of the state, 
being appointed one of the guvernor’s secretaries, 
atasalary of $1,200. A new incumbent of the 
executive ch.ir was inaugurated in November, 
1851, and borh my health and my politics needin 
repairs, | returned to private life. I had save 
encugh from my earnings to supply me with the 
skeleton of alibrary, and to support me some 
months as a candidate for practice. In March, 
1852, being then nearly twenty-tive years of age, 
{ upened an office in Atlanta, and my thoughts 
and dreams were again of law and of nothing else. 
The phiniom lady haunted me as before, and 
seemed as beautiful as ever. Indeed, though l 
had been cool, | had been constant in my devo- 

ion to her through the four years I was out of 
her service. Clients graduaily ventured within 
my chambers, and I soon had a moderate prosper- 
ity, due chiefly to acquaintance made 1n railroad 
circles during my three years’ service as a railway 
clerk. In 1853 | was elected to the office of so- 
licitor general for my judicial circuit, which em- 
braced eight counties. My term of service was 
four years, in the last of which happened the 
crowning success of my whole life—I was married. 
Until 1861 I contined the practice in Atlanta. 
The tirst battle of Manassas, ajJias Bull Run, oc- 
ecuared while lL was in a camp of imstruction, en- 
deavoring to acquire some skill in the noble 
art of homicide. By nature I am pacific. The 
militrry spirst has but a feeble development in 
my constitution. Nevertheless, I tried the for- 
tunes of a private suldier for a short time in be- 
half ef the southern confederacy. I was dis- 
charged on account of ill health, after a few 
wonths’ service in western Virginia, without hav- 
ing shed any one’s blvod or lost any blood of my 
own. The state of my martial emotions was some- 
what peculiar. I loved my friends, vut did not 
hate my enemies. Without getting ‘lighting 
mad,”’ | went out to commit my share of Slaugh- 
ter, being actuated by a solemn sense of duty, un- 
mixed with spite or ill-will, When I consider 
how destructive 1 might have been had my health 
supported my prowess, I am disposed to con- 
gratalate “gentiemen on the other side’’ upon my 
forced retirement from the ranks atan early period 
of the contest. To the best of My remembrance, 
I was very reluctant, but very determined to fight. 
However, all uy military acts were utterly null 
and void. After my discharge from the army, I 
served the confederacy in much of its legal busi- 
ness at and around Atlanta. Occasionally I took 
art, also, in short terns of camp duty a8 a mem- 
er of the militia. In 1864, about the tame Gen- 
eral Sherman left Atlanta on his march to the sea, 
I was appointed to the office of supreme court 
re orter. After reporting two volumes, the 3ith 
and 35th Ga., Iresigned that office. This was m 
the spring of 1867. Krom that time till l was ap- 
ointed to the supreme bench, in 1875, I practiced 
aw continuously in Atlanta. 

Such education as I received in my boyhood 
was acquired at the village academy of my native 
county, an institution of meagre resources and a 
limited range of instruction. Although in the 
course of a somewhat studious lifetime I have 
added considerably to my early stock, the pl.in 
truth is that while not illiterate, lam destitute of 
real learning, lay orlegal. My highest aspiration, 
so far as this life is concerued, isto do good ju- 
dicial work. Service is vetter than salary, duty 
more inspiring than reward. My devotion to law 
is the spiritual conseeration of a loving desciple,a 
devout winister.

It is often an interesting study to watch 
the many faces one meets in our crowded 
thoroughfares, each one with an entirely 
different expression.

imagination, but it seemed to me all bore 
some mark of trouble or anxiety. I could 
but think of the many phases of trouble 
in this world. It is the inheritance of all, 
although some may seem to escape it. 
We look at the rich and those for whoin 
life seems to hold every appearance of 
happiness, and yet, did we but know the 
inner-life, trouble is there in some form or 
other; none are exempt. While some en- 
dure physical suffering, others have heart 
troubles; it must come to each, and it is 
well that we cannot choose. 

How often through tlfese columns come | 
the wail of broken hearts who have bur- 
ied their dear ones, and as they stand by
